THE DISPATCH representative vesterday
bed an intéresling talk with David Kirk, a
well-kuown producer, on the recent action of
the Staodard 1 reducing premiuws. The
reporter asied: “Mr. Kirk, have you seen
Mr. Seep’s reasons jor the declinein the
price of erude oil, sud what do you think of
them?"”

Mr, Kirk replied: “Yes, I have read
thew, aud I recard them ss false, absurd
and an insuit to istelligent producers.
Allow me to give you a few figures 1o prove
this. The stecks in crude oil in pipe lines
(which is one visible supply) on the last
day of November were 11,113,688, The
same stocks on the last day of July, 1890,
were 9,585,608, showing & decrease in eight
months oi 1,528,046, The average price of
crude oil durmz the month of November
was as follows: For Northern distriet,
§1 08 per barsel; middle district, 1 28
Southern distriet, §1 331,

“The present prices are 82, 94 aad 97 cents
respectively, showing a decrease in price of
over 26 per cent. The average price of
refined oil in New York in November,
1889 was 7.46 per pallon, the present price,
7.40; decrease, 008 of 1 per cent.

“Thus, while the world has taken from us
in eight months 1,528,046 burrels more than
we harve been able to pruduee, aud is now
virtually paying the same price for it. The
Standard is payiog the produeer over 26 per
eent less for it,

“Taking Mr. Seep’s figures for the produe-
tion to be enrreet, viz., 63,000 barrels pre-
mivm oil and 21,000 barrels Northern il
daily, this at November prices (which the
consumer 15 still paving) would awount to
$105,315 per day or §3,150,450 per month;
ut present prices $77,385 per day or $2,321-
550 per month: net monthly amount u.Len
from the producers, $837,900, and not given
to the consuner—or at the rate of over §10,-
000,000 perannum,

“Thisis a pure steal, and the Standard
bas been able to accemplish it by the pur-
chase of rival lines, Thissum of §10,000.-
000 will, T belicve, build a plant that will
do the work o n.; umdard s $90,000,000
watered plant, and make producers inde-
pendent and still not increase the cost to the
cousumer.

*“1 bave not the data and am therefore
not prepared to estimate the additional loss
to producers from the reduced vulue of their
properts, but it ean be readily seeu thaut the
ioss on a plent whose earning capacily is
reduced $10,000,000 per snnum must
enormous. The primary object of the Stand-
ard in the present raid wust be to buy the
production st the reduced valuation and
thus obinin the exclusive control of the bus-
iness, The figures a3 given are from Stowell’s
Fetroleum Reporter,the standard suthority,”

AN UNLUCKY VOYAGE

Twelve of the Crew of Three-Masted
American Ship Challenger

SWEPT OVERBOARD BY A TGRNADO

Many Others Disabled, Leaving Only Foar
o Handle the Vesscl

ATUG NOW SEARCHING FOR THE SHIP

New York, BSeptember 15 —Captain
Collier, of the steamship Normandie, which
landed her passengers to-iay, reports that
yesterday, at sbout 2:30 p. »., when 250
miles east of SBandy Hook, she sighted the
three-mssted American ship Challenger,
bound from West Hartlepool to this port
Danger sigonls were sireaming from every
available point on the Challenger's yards,
She was dismasted and her sails torn to
rihbone,

The Captain of the Normandie, despite s
terrifie gale that was stiill blowing, sent a
boat and erew to the assistance of the Chal-
lenger, Their frail craft was tossed up and
down like n cockleshell in the trough of the
sea, and the return journey was equally
dangerous.

A HORRIFYING REPORT.

Their report was horrifying. They said
Captain Thompson, of the Challenger, had
reported that duriog a terrific hurricane on
Seprember 1 12 o! his mien had been washed
overboard and that the majority of the re-
mainder were too ill to work the ship.

In addition to the 12 men killed & of the
crew had their arms aod legs broken, Jeay-
inz but 4 men to work the ship. The
Challenger was in a terribly crinpled and
dismantled econdition. Her mizzen mast,
fore and main top and top gallant mast,
bowsprit, head gear and standing rigeing
were gove, and she was making about three
knots per hour ander ber foresail and high
reefed mninsail.

Officer Marshall offered medical assistance
and food, but the captain of the Challenger
daeclined, saving all that he wanted was for
the Normandie to take & letter to the ship's
owners and mail the same upon their arrival
in this city.

DECLINED ASSISTANCI.

Speaking of the affair this morning, third
Officer Marshall, of the Normaudie, suid:
**The vessel was in horrible shape, and her
dismuntied condition attracted my attention,
being on the bridge at the time. When i
went to her in the relief boat the eaptain,
after telling me his mishap declined all aid.
I offered him every assistance, even to tow
him into port, but he declined.”

The Challenger wus n first-class Ameri-
can three master, 100,000 burden, and owned
by Arthur Sewell & lm ot Bath, Me. She
had taken a carzo of g-em-ral merchandise
‘rom Portland, Ore., to West Haurtlepoal,
England, and was on her way home io bal
last to roceive a cargo here for Portland,
Ore. The Challenger carried about 22 men,
crew, officers and cooks, Theis valued at
$065,000 and a tug will go out and look ior
her to-day. She was sighted about 250
miles out at sea and will be Lrought into
this pori.
